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Dunn  sets  goals  for  graduate  program

Dr.  Daniel  M.  Dunn,  who  was  ap¬ 
pointed  assistant  vice  chancellor  for  aca¬ 
demic  affairs  this  spring,  has  high  goals 
for  Purdue  University  Calumet’ s  graduate

program.  Dunn  started  working  with  the 
communication  graduate  school  students 
in  1982.  “Our  program  in  communica¬ 
tions  has  grown  significantly,  and  I  look 
forward  to  participating  in  the  growth 
of  the  other  graduate  programs  across 
campus,"  Dunn  said. 

Dunn  replaces  Saul  Lemer  who  is  cur¬ 
rently  on  sabbatical.  Lemer  has  decided 
to  return  to  full-time  teaching. 

The  graduate  program  currently  has  ten 


programs.  The  SPS  programs  include 
education,  management,  nursing  and  engi¬ 
neering.  The  LAS  programs  include  fam¬ 
ily  studies,  English,  math,  history,  com¬ 
munications  and  biology.  “I  want  people 
to  know  that  we’re  proud.  We’ve  had  sig¬ 
nificant  growth  in  the  last  semester,”  Dunn 
said  of  the  programs. 

In  the  management  program,  students 
are  meeting  at  U.S.  Steel.  “The  citizens 
of  Indiana  are  getting  a  quality  education 
on-site  which  I  think  is  important,”  said 
Dunn.  One  of  his  goals  as  assistant  vice 
chancellor  for  academic  affairs  is  to  intro¬ 
duce  more  on-site  education  programs. 

Dunn  also  wants  to  expand  the  teach¬ 
ing  assistantship  program.  “1  think  that 
our  master’s  program  can  provide  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  Ph.D.s,”  said  Dunn.  “Itoper- 
ates  as  a  feeder,”  he  added.  So  far,  three 
communication  students  have  been  of¬ 
fered  bids  from  Wayne  State,  Bowling 
Green  University  and  Southern  Illinois 
University. 

Dunn  stresses  that  the  success  of  PUC’s 
graduate  program  is  due  in  part  to  the 
graduate  office’s  Barb  Kroll  and  Donna 
Fentress. 

“Barb  has  done  a  remarkable  job  in 
terms  of  communicating  effectively  with 
West  Lafayette,  troubleshooting  many 
problems.  Donna  has  taken  charge  of  our 
enrollment  retention  program,  contacting 
non-traditional  students  to  find  out  how 
they’re  doing,  and  if  they  have  any  prob¬ 
lems,  she  directs  them  to  the  appropriate

perform  at  PUC

"Acoustic  new-age  pop-jazz  fusion  with 
a  rock  edge,"  said  Timothy  Thomas  ref- 
fering  to  his  music. 

Local  musician  Timothy  Thomas  will 
perform  his  “Almost  Live  Acoustical  Tour 
’91"  at  12  noon  on  Tuesday,  April  23,  in 
C100. 

“Some  of  my  music  is  so  high  energy 
and  deep  that  people  can  really  relate  to  it. 
The  song  'Fading  Away’  is  a  tribute  to  ev¬ 
eryone  who  ever  felt  that  their  dreams 
would  disipate,”  said  Thomas. 

The  first  half  of  the  concert  will  consist 
of  a  rock  opera  written  by  Thomas  en¬ 
titled,  “Unknown  City  of  Destiny.”  The 
second  half  will  include  original  acoustic 
and  pop  material  as  well  as  a  guest  per¬ 
formance  by  PUC  student,  Christopher 
Mauck. 

Thomas  writes  and  performs  his  own 
songs.  He  owns  his  own  label,  USA 
Records,  and  owns  his  own  publishing 
company,  Timothy  Productions.  “I  had  a 
hard  time  marketing  myself  at  first,  so  I 
decided  to  open  my  own  company,” 
Thomas  said. 

Included  in  Thomas’  accomplishments 
are  sixty  completed  original  compositions, 
three  completed  rock  operas,  over  two 
hundred  original  compositions  and  thirty 
copy  compositions. 


Thomas  started  playing  the  acoustic  guitar 
at  the  age  of  five.  He  now  plays  the 
twelve-string  acoustic  guitar,  six-string 
bass,  bass  guitar,  electric  guitar,  drums, 
synthesizers,  violin,  harmonica  and  flute. 
He  is  also  a  fluent  percussionist. 

He  has  performed  on  many  college 
campuses  including  Arizona  State  Uni¬ 
versity,  Seattle  University  and  Purdue  Uni¬ 
versity,  Lafayette. 

He  has  also  played  in  many  Chicago 
clubs.  Among  these  are  Wise  Fool’s  Pub, 
Kingston  Mines,  Medusa’s,  Weeds  and  P. 
J.  Flaherty’s. 

“I  play  mainly  originals  because  I  like 
my  own  style,”  said  Thomas.  However, 
among  his  copy  compositions  are  “Stair¬ 
way  to  Heaven”  by  Led  Zeppelin,  “Be¬ 
hind  Blue  Eyes”  by  The  Who,  “Free- 
bird”  by  Lynard  Skynard  and  “Brown 
Eyed  Girl”  by  Van  Morrison. 

Thomas  received  a  Masters  Degree  in 
Communication  from  Purdue  University, 
Lafayette  this  year. 

In  1 989  he  received  a  Bachelors  Degree 
in  Art’s  Entertainment,  Media  Manage¬ 
ment  from  Columbia  College,  Chicago, 
IL.  He  received  an  Associates  Degree  in 
Social  Science  from  Kendall  College  in 
Evanston,  IL,  in  1986.

people  and  channels,’  ’  Dunn  said. 

“Both  are  very  spirited.  We  feel  that 
it’s  very  important  to  provide  the  right 
kind  of  climate  for  citizens  of  Northwest 
Indiana,  so  they  have  access  to  graduate 
education  at  this  campus,”  said  Dunn  of 
his  assistants. 

Dunn  said  it  was  important  to  give  extra 
support  to  graduate  students  because  many 
are  returning  to  school  for  the  first  time 
after  several  years  of  being  in  the  work 
force.  One  of  their  worries,  said  Dunn,  is 
competing. 

“They  go  through  a  lot.  In  many  ways 
they’re  role  models  for  their  children.  It 
sends  a  message  to  the  child  that  educa¬ 
tion  is  important,”  said  Dunn.  “They’re 
leading  by  example,”  he  added. 

Dunn  also  commends  the  PUC  fac¬ 
ulty  for  the  success  of  the  graduate  pro¬ 
gram.  “Everyone  has  been  very  good  to 
work  with.  The  advisors’  departments 
here  and  the  graduate  school  in  West 
Lafayette  have  been  very  supportive,” 


said  Dunn. 

Dunn  is  also  striving  to  make  PUC  an 
important  educational  center  for  the 
community  as  well  as  improve  on  the 
university’s  standing  in  the  community. 
“I  think  it’s  very  important  that  people 
have  pride  in  this  campus,  and  1  think  that 
the  graduate  programs  offer  so  much  to 
the  students  and  faculty,”  said  Dunn. 

Dunn  came  to  PUC  in  1976  from  gradu¬ 
ate  school  as  an  assistant  professor  of 
communication.  In  1981,  he  became  an 
associate  professor,  and  in  1988,  he  be¬ 
came  a  full  professor. 

He  has  also  won  several  teaching  awards 
including  two  Amoco  Foundation  Under¬ 
graduate  Teaching  Awards,  the  Outstand¬ 
ing  Young  Teacher’s  Award  and  the  pres¬ 
tigious  central  states  award. 

Dunn  has  also  published  several  articles 
and  written  many  papers  in  instructional 
and  political  communications.  He  also 
published  the  interpersonal  text.  Building 
Confidence  in  Communication  in  1989.

Committee  appointed  to 
address  environmental  issues 


Chancellor  James  Yackel  announced  in 
a  memo  that  PUC  recognizes  its  obliga¬ 
tion  to  promote  appropriate  concern  for 
that  part  of  the  environment  for  which  it  is 
responsible. 

The  memo  also  stated  that  the  Univer¬ 
sity  is  aware  that  showing  proper  concern 
may  convince  others  to  be  equally  con¬ 
cerned  for  the  environment  and  to  act 
accordingly. 

To  accomplish  both  ends.  Chancellor 
Yackel  announced  the  establishment  of 
the  Environmental  Affairs  Advisory 
Committee.  Members  of  the  committee 
will  be  appointed  by  the  chancellor  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  vice  chancel¬ 
lors,  and  will  serve  terms  of  indefinite 
length. 


The  commiuee  will  report  to  the  chan¬ 
cellor  and  will  be  responsible  for  review¬ 
ing  campus  operations  for  their  environ¬ 
mental  impact.  They  will  seek  advice  and 
counsel  from  the  PUC  community  on 
matters  of  environmental  concern. 

The  committee  will  provide  advice  and 
counsel  to  the  PUC  community  on  matters 
of  environmental  concern.  They  will  also 
make  recommendations  about  how  PUC 
can  best  meet  its  environmental  obliga¬ 
tions. 

Appointed  to  serve  on  the  Environmental 
Affairs  Advisory  Committee  are  John 
Feeney,  who  will  serve  as  chair,  Prof. 
Gideon  Falk,  Robert  Hopper,  Prof.  Ber¬ 
nadette  Price,  Beilina  Reynoso  and  Prof.

Parking 


Adequate,  campus  parking 
continues  to  be  a  front  burner 
concern  of  us  all.  In  the  face 
of  record  enrollment  this  academic 
year,  the  problem  has  become  more 
apparent  than  ever. 

Unlike  the  weather,  however,  it  is 
not  a  topic  merely  being  talked  about. 
Some  steps  of  action  already  have 
been  taken;  others  are  in  the  works; 
still  others  warrant  future  considera¬ 
tion.  Here’s  a  status  update. 

■  Last  fall,  development  of  an  ad¬ 
ditional  parking  facility,  north  of 
the  Porter  School  building  was 
authorized.  The  160-space  lot  is 
open  and  available  to  any  student, 
faculty  or  staff  member  display¬ 
ing  a  valid  permit.  There  are  no 
reserved  or  restricted  areas  in 
this  lot. 

■  Consultation  was  sought  from 
specialists — on  and  off  cam¬ 
pus — regarding  improved,  more 
efficient  and  abundant  utilization 
of  prime  campus  parking 
facilities. 

■  As  a  result,  this  summer,  the 
major  tots  north  of  the  Gyte 
building  to  169th  Street 
and  immediately  south 
of  the  Student  Faculty 
Library  Center  to  173rd 
Street  will  be  recon¬ 
figured.  Instead  of  the 
current  60-degree 
angle  spaces,  the  lots 
will  be  converted  into 
90-degree  spaces.  The 
anticipated  result: 
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—  net  gain  of  approximately 
one  space  for  every  seven 
now  in  existence  will  be 
realized  (see  graphic), 

—  traffic  flow  within  the  lots 
will  be  improved, 

—  vehicular  accidents  within 
the  lots  will  be  minimized. 

Based  on  campus  enrollment 
projections,  it  is  anticipated  that  the 
above  implementations  will  provide 
an  adequate  and  appropriate  response 
to  campus  parking  demands  through 
the  mid-  to  late-1990s.  At  that  time, 
the  need  for  additional  parking  expan¬ 
sion  is  projected. 

Lack  of  campus  flat  land  means 
such  expansion  would  require  either 
acquisition  of  additional  land,  or 
development  of  a  multi-level  facility. 
Though  neither  alternative  is  cast  in 
stone,  any  future  plan  will  carry  with 
it  funding  demands. 

Hence,  in  the  interest  of  prudently 
investing  in  an  anticipated  and  impor¬ 
tant  campus  need,  a  modest  parking 
fee  increase  will  be  implemented  next 
fall — from  $24  to  $30  a  year  for  all 
full  time  students,  faculty 
and  staff;  (from  $12  to  $15 
for  part-time  students). 

The  increase  was  ap¬ 
proved  at  the  last  meeting 
of  the  board  of  trustees.  It 
previously  was  reviewed 
on  campus  by  the  Student 
Government  Association 
and  the  Parking  Policy  Ad¬ 
visory  Committee.

Think  recycle,  before 
throwing  it  away

Earth  Day  1990  marked  the  20 
year  celebration  of  the  environ¬ 
mental  movement.  A  demonstra¬ 
tion  resulting  in  the  Clean  Air  Act, 
Clean  Water  Act,  and  the  creation 
of  the  Environmental  Protection 
Agency,  triggered  an  era  of  aware¬ 
ness  among  the  people  to  preserve 
the  natural  environments. 

Recycling  programs  sprouted  up 
in  communities  across  the  United 
States.  “Reduce,  reuse,  and 
recycle”  became  the  words  to  live 
by  in  the  90’s. 

Rather  than  mindlessly  hauling 
trash  to  the  curb  without  any 
thought  to  where  it  went,  or  what 
happened  to  it,  people  began  taking 
more  responsibility  for  the  trash 
they  generated. 

As  environmental  awareness  be¬ 
came  more  prevalent,  consumers 


began  paying  closer  attention  to  what 
they  did  with  their  garbage.  They 
became  more  familiar  with  the  types 
of  questions  they  should  ask  about 
the  products  they  purchased.  They 
questioned  whether  the  products 
were  recyclable,  reusable,  or  biode¬ 
gradable.  They  asked  if  the  products 
were  energy  efficient  or  non-pollut¬ 
ing.  Consumers  began  to  change 
their  choice.of  products  as  a  rssult  of 
the  questioning. 

Along  with  buyer  awareness  came 
buyer  action.  Information  about 
dolphin  safety  and  rainforest  protec¬ 
tion  led  consumers  to  boycott  tuna  as 
well  as  purchases  of  teak  and  other 
rainforest-harvested  woods. 

Sadly,  the  focused  excitement  of 
the  20  year  anniversary  disappeared 
shortly  after  the  celebration  candles 
were  blown  out  Just  like  the 


advertising  hype  for  products,  the 
Earth  Day  hype  was  also  short-lived. 

Unfortunately,  the  same  is  true  for 
the  recycling  program  at  PUC. 

The  excitement  of  Earth  Day  wore 
off  a  long  time  ago.  No  real  effort  or 
significant  program  has  been  estab¬ 
lished  to  recycle  garbage  for  environ¬ 
mental  assistance  on  PUC’s  campus. 
The  University  should  immediately 
take  action  on  developing  a  recycling 
program. 

A  student  run  organization  called 
PATH,  Planet  Awareness  That 
Helps,  has  recently  been  formed. 

That  group  should  help  stimulate  the 
universities  involvement  in  initiating 
a  Calumet  Campus  wide  recycle 
program. 

Like  the  neighboring  communities 
that  have  separate  color  bins  for 
recyclable  items,  PUC  should  adopt 
the  same  program.  PUC’s  cafeteria  is 


a  good  place  to  start.  Bins  should 
be  set  up  for  glass  and  plastic 
bottles,  aluminum  cans,  paper  and 
other  garbage. 

The  effort  to  recycle  should  be  a 
top  priority  for  the  college.  Reve¬ 
nues  could  be  derived  from  a 
recycling  effort.  It  is  important  for 
PUC  to  do  their  part  to  help  the 
environment  today,  so  it  will  be 
livable  for  tomorrow. 

Beyond  Earth  day,  with  a  regular 
effort,  our  environment  can  be  a 
healthy  place  to  live.  The  environ¬ 
ment  is  not  self  rejuvenating.  If  ev¬ 
eryone  does  not  make  an  effort  to 
be  environmentally  smart  now,  a 
devastatingly  dirty  environment 
could  be  the  destiny  of  the  future. 

It  takes  people  to  do  their  part  and 
be  environmentally  smart.  And  an 
educational  institution  is  the  perfect 
place  to  start. _ J

Career  tips 


Effective  cover  letters  should  focus  on  needs  of  employer

Good  cover  letters,  like  good  resu¬ 
mes,  should  focus  on  the  needs  of  the 
employer.  A  cover  letter  accompanies  a 
resume  and  serves  to  introduce  a  job  ap¬ 
plicant  to  an  employer. 

In  the  first  part  of  the  letter,  state  the 
reason  for  writing:  4  '1  would  like  to  be 
considered  for  a  position  as  a  secretary, 
accountant,  etc.” 

The  second  part  of  the  letter  should 
indicate  clearly  why  the  writer  is  a  good 
match  for  a  particular  job.  The  more  the 
jobseeker  knows  about  the  job,  the  more 
persuasive  the  letter’s  message  can  be. 

For  example,  note  this  message:  “I 
believe  a  public  accountant  needs  tech¬ 
nical  competence,  stamina  and  the  abil¬ 
ity  to  work  well  with  client  companies. 
Let  me  describe  how  I  meet  these  quali¬ 
fications." 

The  writer  then  can  relate,  with  spe- 
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cific  examples,  how  accomplishments, 
experience  and  overall  background  meet 
job  requirements. 

The  third  part  of  the  letter  is  the  clos¬ 
ing.  In  this  paragraph,  the  applicant 
should  request  an  interview  and  indicate 
who  should  take  action  on  the  letter.  In 
sales  correspondence,  this  is  a  “call  for 
action.” 

The  tone  of  the  entire  letter  is  criti¬ 
cal.  The  wise  jobseeker  focuses  on  the 
employer ’s  needs  and  avoids  the  “I  need 
a  job”  theme  so  common  in  job  corre¬ 
spondence. 

Jobseekers  should  avoid  using  the 
following  phrases  in  their  letters: 

“I  am  looking  for  a  career  opportu¬ 
nity.”  (Who  isn’t?) 

“I  am  interested  in  your  company 
because  of  its  growth  potential  and  op¬ 
portunities  for  advancement.”  (This 
applies  to  every  organization  on  the 


Fortune  500  list.) 

“Please  consider  me  for  any  posi¬ 
tion  for  which  I  am  qualified.  ’  ’  (In  other 
words,  you  tell  me  how  I  fit  into  your  or¬ 
ganization.) 

The  content  of  the  cover  letter  is 
another  critical  element.  A  good  letter 
should  highlight  key  points  of  the  res¬ 
ume.  That  is,  it  should  be  a  strong 
summary  of  the  applicant’s  strengths. 

Don’t  write  letters  that  make  lofty 
claims  absent  of  proof.  Likewise,  avoid 
writing  letters  so  short  and  matter-  of- 
fact  that  they  lack  impact. 

The  applicant  who  claims  he  is  hard¬ 
working,  has  related  experience  and  can 
benefit  the  company,  had  better  indicate 
proof  of  those  statements  for  the  letter  to 
have  merit. 

The  terse  writer  who  states,  ‘  ‘  Please 
consider  me  for  the  secretarial  position 
you  advertised  in  The  Times.  I  have 


enclosed  my  resume.  I  can  be  reached  at 
this  phone  number,  ’  ’  has  forfeited  prime 
space  in  which  abilities  could  have  been 
described. 

In  summary,  cover  letters  should 
move  the  employer  to  read  the  resume 
with  care  and  call  for  an  interview.  The 
jobseeker  delivers  a  persuasive  message 
by  stating  the  following: 

This  is  the  type  of  work  I  seek. 

These  are  the  skills  and/or  experi¬ 
ence  this  work  demands. 

This  is  how  I  match  these  require¬ 
ments. 

This  is  how  we  can  meet  to  discuss 
my  qualifications  in  more  detail.

Queen's  "Innuendo"  features  classic  sound

I’m  glad  I  don’t  have  to  limit  myself 
to  one  word  when  describing  the  music  of 
Queen,  because  summing  up  their  style  of 
musical  artistry  in  one  word  is  virtually 
impossible.  If  such  a  word  did  exist, 
however,  it  would  somehow  encompass 
the  combined  meanings  of  adjectives  like 
unusual,  innovative,  goofy,  and  most  of 
the  time,  crafty. 

Their  songs  of  the  mid  and  late  1970’s 
took  all  of  these  elements  into  account. 
There  was  the  orchestra-like  “Bohemian 


Rhapsody,”  which  was  chock  full  of  opera 
chorus  and  symphonic  sound.  “Another 
One  Bites  The  Dust”  was  a  simple  case  of 
overused  bass  and  low  voices,  but  it  rose 
to  number  one  for  three  weeks.  Lead  singer 
Freddie  Mercury  seemed  to  complain  more 
than  sing  in  “We  Will  Rock  You,”  but  it 
became  a  cult  favorite  and  is  now  heard  at 
many  a  sporting  event. 

Queen  remained  idle  for  a  time  after 
some  success  in  the  early  1980’s,  but  work 
over  the  past  year  has  yielded  the  British 
band’s  latest  album,  Innuendo.  It  con-

From  Sinatra’s  first  professional  per¬ 
formance  in  1937  as  a  singing  emcee  at  the 
Rustic  Cabin,  a  roadhouse  in  Englewood, 
New  Jersey,  he  has  consistently  received 
accolades  from  audiences  wherever  he 
performs.  Frank  Sinatra  is  considered  by 
many  to  be  the  greatest  singer  of  the  20th 
century.  He  is  the  only  performer  to  have 
achieved  acclaim  from  the  1930’s  to  the 
1980’s,  and  1990  shows  no  signs  of  slow¬ 
ing  down. 

Frank  Sinatra,  who  has  been  called 
simply.  The  Voice,  has  always  made  an 
impact  on  listeners  of  his  music.  Recently 
a  reviewer  wrote,  “He’s  still  got  it.  Si¬ 
natra — the  man,  the  myth,  the  street  in 
Palm  Springs — can  still  grab  hold  of  a 
ballad,  throw  in  a  few  vocal  nuances  and 
lyric  ad-libs  and  keep  every  eye  and  ear  in 
the  house  glued  to  him.”

tains  songs  with  vintage  Queen  sound, 
others  with  raucous,  metal-like  guitar,  and 
still  others  which  contain  a  trifle  of  unso¬ 
licited  craziness. 

“I  Can’t  Live  With  You”  brings  back 
the  sound  which  became  the  trademark  of 
the  group  many  years  ago.  The  vocal 
mixes  of  Mercury,  Brian  May,  and  Roger 
Taylor,  coupled  with  the  sharp  edges  of 
May’s  guitar  playing  give  the  song  a  very 
technical  feel  reminiscent  of  past  hits  like 
“Killer  Queen.”  Sounding  very  special 
effect  oriented,  “Don’t  Try  So  Hard”  could 
easily  pass  for  a  piece  of  work  by  Pink 
Floyd,  both  in  its  slow  tempo  and  its  grop¬ 
ing  around  in  outer  space  sound. 

Plenty  of  screaming  is  heard  on 
“Headlong,”  a  song  which  heads  just  where 
its  lyrics  claim  —  out  of  control.  All  the 
members  of  the  band  let  loose  for  what 
proves  to  be  a  rather  entertaining  four  and 
a  half  minute  roller  coaster  ride  complete 
with  plenty  of  heavy  bass  and  cosmic 
guitar  riffs.  Listening  to  “Headlong”  and 
other  songs  like  “Ride  The  Wild  Wind” 
with  headphones  allows  for  some  great 
reverberations  from  ear  to  ear.  One  ex¬ 
ample  in  the  latter  appears  when  the  sound 


of  a  race  car  at  top  speed  races  from  your 
left  headphone,  through  your  head,  and 
out  your  right  headphone.  It’s  something 
you  wouldn’t  normally  hear  in  songs  from 
other  bands,  but  Queen  was  never  one  to 
follow  the  rules  of  conventional  song¬ 
writing. 

The  lowlight  of  Innuendo  is  the  song 
“I’m  Going  Slightly  Mad.”  A  silly  excuse 
for  album  material,  it  gives  us  a  clueless 
look  into  the  mind  and  thinking  of  some¬ 
one  who  is  supposedly  going  nuts.  Com¬ 
plete  with  psychotic  laughter  and  unques¬ 
tionably  stupid  lyrics  (“This  kettle  is  boil¬ 
ing  over,  I  think  I’m  a  banana  tree”),  it 
leaves  you  wondering  what  the  actual 
mental  state  of  the  band  was  prior  to  the 
compilation  of  the  song. 

Overall,  Innuendo  is  a  better  than 
average  recording  simply  because  the  off 
the  wall  creativity  remains  basically  the 
same  after  all  these  years.  Queen  is  the 
type  of  band  that  caters  to  a  narrow  audi¬ 
ence  range.  If  you  consider  yourself  part 
of  that  audience.  Innuendo  promises  plenty 
of  classic  sound  with  a  few  nonchalant 
surprises  thrown  in.A-

The  Fixx 
"Ink" 

The  Fixx  is  a  band  that  has  been 
around  for  some  odd  years  and  has  gone 
through  a  roller  coaster  of  success.  Previ¬ 
ous  albums  such  as  “Phantoms”  and  “Reach 
the  Beach”  established  them  as  a  quality 


band  with  a  sound  of  their  own.  Their 
latest  album,  “Ink,”  combines  a  mellow 
and  diverse  guitar  sound  with  vocals  that 
hauntingly  echo  throughout  the  album. 
The  recent  release  entitled  “How  Much  Is 
Enough?”  gives  an  idea  of  the  band’s 
views,  visions,  and  beliefs  put  to  a  rhyth¬ 
mic  beat. 


Sech:  Sully,  this  album  was  not  really 
too  bad.  I  thought  it  could  have  been  bet¬ 
ter  in  a  few  spots,  but  overall  it  was  better 
than  average.  The  singing  and  the  mes¬ 
sage  brought  across  by  the  lyrics  reminded 
me  of  REM  in  a  few  instances.  I  like  the 
beginning  of  “How  Much  Is  Enough?” 
and  the  use  of  an  auctioneer.  Mighty  crea¬ 
tive. 

Sully :  I  agree  with  you  Sech,  this  album 
is  better  than  I  had  expected.  1  don’t  think 
there  is  anything  that  needs  to  be  FIXXed 
on  this  album.  I  think  this  album  is  proba¬ 
bly  one  of  the  FIXX’s  best  ever.  This 
album  is  enlightening,  creative,  and  soul¬ 
ful.  Did  you  think  this  is  one  of  their  better 
efforts,  Sech? 

Sech:  Better  efforts,  yes.  Their  absolute 


best,  probably  not.  “Reach  the  Beach” 
contained  a  little  more  diversity  as  far  as 
the  song  selection  went.  Even  though  “Ink” 
has  some  songs  like  “Falling  In  Love” 
which  are  slightly  drawn  out,  overall  things 
are  not  bad.  For  a  slower  tune,  “No  One 
Has  to  Cry”  really  has  a  catchy  beat  to  it.
